TIN WHISTLE 


Use full handicap, taking scores as they fall. 6 points 
are awarded for an eagle — 4 points for a birdie — 3 
points for a par and 2 points for a bogey — 1 point for 
a double bogey — All on a net basis. Most points ac- 
cumulated determines the winner (s) in each class. 

BEST NINE 


Upon completion of round, total your best nine — 
any nine holes and subtract 2 your handicap. (These 
holes will not necessarily be consecutive. For exam- 
ple: 1, 3, 9, 11, 12, etc.) Winners are those with the 
lowest “nets” in each class. 

PUTTING 


Only strokes taken on the putting surface with a 
putter are counted. Winner is player using fewest put- 
ts within each class. 


MATCH VS. PAR 


Using full handicap, each hole is played in match 
play with par as your opponent. You will either match 
par, go down to par or will take the hole from par. 
Take strokes as they fall on card. You can go down or 
up only one per hole; the number of net strokes over 
par does not mean that you are down that many.

MOST PARS 

Played in classes using full handicap. Player with 

most net pars or better is winner. 
THROW-OUT-THREE 
Medal Play-no handicap. Each player may throw out 


her 3 worst holes. Lowest gross score for the 15 
holes is the winner in each class. 


BLIND PARTNER 
After players have teed off, the committee makes 
pairings for partners by lot. A player does not know 


her partner until the round has been completed. The 
total of the partner’s net score will determine winners. 


FAIRWAYS 


Count putts and subtract from total score. Subtract 
2/3 handicap. 


TUESDAY PLAYS 


HIGH BALL LOW BALL 


Each player takes her handicap strokes as they fall. 
Count the highest score and the lowest score on each 
hole. The team with the lowest total is the winner. 


HIDDEN HOLES 


After players have teed off, the chairmen draw 9 
holes out of 18. The lowest score for these 9 holes less 
% of handicap is the winner for each class. 


FLAG TOURNAMENT 


Each player is given a small flag. He sticks it in the 
ground with his name on it where his ball lies after he 
has taken the number of strokes which equal par plus 
his handicap. The player who carries his flag farthest 
around the course (going extra holes if necessary) 
wins. 


BEAT THE PRO 


The Pro plays with no handicap, with the players 
using their full handicaps to obtain their net scores. All 
those who beat the Pro’s score are winners; 
medallions awarded, not points. The Pro’s foursome 
includes the President, Team Captain and Assistant 
Team Captain.
